WANTED WAR HORSES. 



Agent of the Covernment Was in 
the City Yesterday to Pur- 
chase Them. 



Mr. Moore, representing W. R. 
Harrington, who recently inserted 
advertisements in the local papers 
to the effect that he would be here 
on Tuesday, May 24, to inspect 
horses with a view to purchase for 
the United States Cavalry service, 
was at C. H. Layne's stable all day 
yesterday. 

Scores of people from every 
Hon of the county, and many from 
Trigg and Todd counties, brought 
in horses of every color and condi- 
tion, hoping to find in Uncle Sam's 
agent a willing purchaser and an 
easy mark. The vast majority of 
them were doomed to disappoint- 
ment. The agent of the Govern- 
ment is pretty well posted when it 
Comet to horseflesh, and there is a 
standard in weight, height, meas- 
urements, etc., to which the pros- 
pective army stud must conform ere 
he can hope to "smell the battle. " 

And again, your Uncle Sam isn't 
paving fancy prices for horse tlesh, 
even in Kentucky. He is not look- 
ing for such "cattle" as Ornament, 
Albert, Hanover, and Proctor Knott 
and it is rarely that more than $'H 
is paid for a horse. Many are ex- 
amined but few are chosen. 

A great many horses were sub- 
mitted for inspection yesterday and 
out of the entire number only eleven 
were purchased, the average price- 
being $87.

try to foreigners. lie was the foe 
of all forms of progress, and paxtict • 
larly hostile to missionaries and nun' 
era improvements, lie murder 
thousands of people who stood in his 
way or refused to bend to his will, 
and it took three years for the gov- 
ernment to get rid of him after lin- 
king become of age. Twice he was 
the prime mover in plots to assas- 
sinate his own son, and three Bines 
attempted the assassination of the 
queen. The last attempt was suc- 
cessful in 1895. 

The old scoundrel lived in a palace 
a few miles outside the city, surround 
ed by a double guard, one of his own. 
in whom he had confidence, to pro- 
tect him against the vengeance ol 
those he had injured, arid anotlu 
provided by the government to pre 
vent him from leaving the place.
